It is the happy custom at our house to repeat from 
memory, as near as possible, the twenty-eighth chapter of 
Matthew on Easter Sunday morning after breakfast. The 


whole family memorized it years ago, and we try to refresh 


our memories and go through this happy, glorious Scripture 
concerning the resurrection of Jesus Christ, as a family, each 


Easter Sunday morning. 


As I meditated on these verses 
about the resurrection of Christ, I 


felt that I should share with you 


some of the sweet truths brought 


to mind by the Holy Spirit. 


I. “In the End of the Sabbath, 
as It Began to Dawn Toward 
the First Day of the Week, 
Came Mary Magdalene and 
the Other Marv to See 
the Sepulchre.”—Mat- 
thew 28:1 


“In the end of the sabbath,” or 
as Dr. Scofield’s note explains, 
“literally end of the sabbaths.” 

When Jesus rose from the dead 
it was the end of many things. 

1. It was the end of the Sab- 
bath, that is, of the Jewish Sab- 
bath. The Jewish Sabbath was 
Taw. “Six days shalt thou labour 
and do all thy work.” The Jewish 
Sabbath properly followed a per- 
fect week of service without sin. 
It pictured how one would be 
saved by his own righteousness, 
without blood—that is, if any 


were righteous. But everybody 
failed! “There is none righteous, 
no, not one.” So we do not earn 
Heaven by our works, and we do 
not now have a Sabbath, the 
seventh day picturing Heaven 
earned by a human lifetime (six 
is the highest human number) of 
good works. Instead, we enter in- 
to rest the first day by trusting 
in Christ, then work because we 
are already saved. “There _re- 
maineth therefore a rest to the 
people of God” (Heb. 4:9). And 
again: “For he that is entered in- 
to his rest, he also hath ceased 
from his own works,” (Heb. 4:10) 
that is, has entered into a Sab- 
bath-keeping, into a heavenly rest, 
by faith in Christ. When Jesus 
died and rose again it was the 
end of the ceremonial law, and 
with that the Sabbath-keeping of 
the Old Testament.

In the last analysis, the 


only of the individual Salv ation of 
each believer but of the eventual 
carrying out of the divine program 
in its entirety, rests solely upon 
the resurrection of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ. This is emphasized by 
the Apostle Paul in his great ser- 
mon addressed to the Athenian 
philosophers on Mars’ Hill, as re- 
corded in Acts 17. There, after 
pointing out the unreasonableness 
and wicked folly of idolatry, he 
declared the truth as to the Un- 
known God, the Creator of Hea- 
ven and earth, and added: 


“And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men every where to repent: 
Because he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.”’—Acts 


17:30, 31. 


He had himself received ocular 
proof of that resurrection of which 
he spoke. The risen Christ had ap- 
peared to him, as he fell to the 
ground on the Damascus turn- 
pike, overcome by a supernatural 
light from Heaven. And at this 
very time there were living many 
witnesses of the greatest miracle 
of all the ages, for when writing 
to the Corinthian church, some 
years later than his visit to Ath- 
ens, he enumerated considerably 
over five hundred who could bear 
positive testimony to the resur- 
rection of our Lord, “of whom,” 


he added, “the greater part remain 
unto this present, but some are

fallen asleep” (I Cor. 15:5, 6). 

Horace Bushnell declared that 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ is 
the best attested fact of ancient 
history. Think of the authoritative 
sources for any other outstanding 
event, and compare them with the 
proofs of the resurrection, and you 
will realize the fairness of this 
remark. 

The writers of the four Gospels 
were men of the sincerest piety 
and probity, as their works attest. 
They unite in giving unqualified 
testimony to the resurrection of 
Christ.

4. It was the end of sorrow 
for the disciples. “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, That ye shall weep 
and lament, but the world shall 
rejoice: and ye shall be sorrow- 
ful, but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy.

Well may the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ cause trembling and 
fear to unconverted sinners! In 
the Garden of Gethsemane, when 
the mob, probably including these 
same soldiers, saw Jesus, He said, 
“IT am he,” and “As soon then 
as he had said unto them, I am 
they went backward, and fell 
to the ground” (John 18:6). When 
Jesus was on the cross and the 
earth trembled and graves were 
opened, and the veil of the temple 
was torn in two by the unseen 
hand of God, and a great dark-

cession for me. So to all who gath- 
er around the open’ grave at 
Easter time, the dear Lord Jesus 
has His angel say, “Fear not.” 
Christ is risen! 

And Jesus has the keys of death 
and of Hell. I do not need to fear 
the grave. Christ has conquered 
it. Though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil. The wrath of 
God has been spent on His dear 
Son who was my substitute. Now 
I am accepted in the beloved, par- 
doned for Jesus’ sake; I am made 
nigh by the blood of His cross! 


I do not fear the grave for my 
loved ones. Jesus Christ conquer- 
ed the grave. I do not fear the 
grave for myself. The same Spirit 
that raised Jesus Christ from the 
dead dwells in our mortal bodies 
and shall raise them up when 
Christ calls. The risen Saviour 
says, “Fear not,” and so I lay 
aside all my fears and rest sweet- 
ly in the fellowship of a Saviour 
who has paid for all my sins and 
blotted them out and _ forgotten 
them, and will remember them no 
more forever! 

In verse 8 we are told, “And 
they departed quickly from the 
sepulcher with fear and great 
joy.” There was still fear mingled 
with their joy.

The resurrection really has no 
meaning except to those who 
know that Jesus died, All this 
silly business of bunny rabbits 
and Easter eggs and lilies never 
blessed anybody. The odor of 
Faster lilies and Easter greeting 
cards and new  bonnets—these 
never brought comfort to a trou- 
bled soul. There is no real meaning 
in Easter at all except that the 
Lord Jesus died and paid for the 
sins of all mankind and there- 
fore my sins can be forgiven, yea, 
since I trusted Jesus they are for- 
given! The crucifixion is the back- 
ground of the resurrection. To 
preach resurrection without blood 
atonement is folly. It is a horse’s 
tail with no head, it is a make- 
believe victory with no battle, it 
is rejoicing with nothing to re- 
joice about. 


And so with the individual 
Christian. We ought to go to 
win souls; yes—we must tell 
people about our Saviour, but 
first we must enter. into the

imply the same glorious fact. They 
all speak of Christ Jesus as the 
living one, who once died for our 
sins. Concerning what other an- 
cient historical event can the testi- 
mony of so many eyewitnesses be 
cited? 

Even the enemies of the Gospel 
bore unwilling witness to .the 
resurrection by their clumsy ef- 
forts to interpret to their advan- 
tage the empty sepulcher on that 
first Easter Sunday, They knew 
Jesus had predicted that He would 
rise again in three days, and so 
they went to Pilate demanding 
that steps be taken to prevent 
His disciples from stealing the 
body of their Master. Pilate gave 
them a guard and commanded the 


‘sealing of the tomb, and grimly 


added, “Make it as sure as ye 
can!” But all their efforts were 
in vain. When the appointed hour 
struck, angelic hands broke the 
Roman imperial seal and rolled 
back the stone, revealing an emp- 
ty crypt—the body was not there. 
Certainly none of His foes rifled 
that grave. They were determined 
to keep the body of Jesus there 
as long as time should last. And 
if they could have produced that 
body later, in order to disprove 
the message of the resurrection, 
certainly they would have done so. 


And it is preposterous to credit 
the story circulated by the wily 
priesthood that His disciples came 
by night, and stole away His body, 
for even they “knew not the scrip- 
ture, that he must rise from the 
dead.” The amazing thing is that 
His enemies remembered what His 
friends had forgotten. The empty 
tomb was as great a shock to those 
who loved Jesus, as it was a 
fearful portent to those who hated 
Him. 


Christ’s Bodily Resurrection 
Real 


Only the personal appearances 
of the risen Christ convinced them 
of the reality of His resurrection. 
The forty days during which He 
appeared to them on many occa- 
sions, instructing them concerning 
the kingdom of God, furnished am- 
ple proof that He had really tri- 
umphed over death, and this glor- 
ious fact gave them that confi- 
dence which enabled them to stand 
against all opposition, witnessing 
to every man that God had raised 
His body from the grave. They 
beheld Him as He was taken up 


as I battled for revival, as I loved 
and prayed, and warned, and 
preached, and pleaded. I have felt 
that I was a voice crying in the 
wilderness. Sometimes I have felt. 
like Elijah, that God did not have 
7,000 yet who had not bowed the 
knee to Baal, but that I was left 
alone. But in the midst of the 
loneliness and burden of erying for 
revival and working at soul win- 
ning, I have found the swee? pre- 
sence of the Lord Jesus. He has 
said to me, “All hail!” And I, 
too, have come and held Him by 
the feet and worshipped Him! 


It is well that in the approach- 
ing Easter time we may know 
that Christ is risen from the 
dead. That is a glorious fact. It 
guarantees Heaven for believers. 
It makes all good things certain 
for God’s children. But we can 
have the conscious presence, the 
joyful fellowship of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ now, day by day, if we 
obey the plain word to “run to 
bring his disciples word” and if 
we “go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations,” for He promised 
plainly, “Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the 
world.”’ That promise is the soul 
winner’s promise. Christ is risen 
for all the saved, but His most 
joyous fellowship and _ sweetest 
communion are for those who do 
the work so dear to His heart 
of getting out the Gospel and 
keeping sinners out of Hell! 

"Fhere is no more room. But I 
beg you to meditate earnestly on 
the Scriptures concerning the re- 
surrection of Christ, and to beg 
the sweet Spirit of God to inter- 
pret the Scriptures to your heart 
and guide you into all truth. What 
a blessed truth that Jesus Christ 
is risen from the dead! Joseph’s 
new tomb is empty. And now ‘he 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for us’ according to the will of 
God.

from them into Heaven in that 
same body, and after receiving 
the Pentecostal enduement, they 
went about bearing witness to the 
resurrection of their Lord with 
great power. 


This is the outstanding message 
of the church. He who died for 
our sins lives again for our justi- 
fication. The resurrection of the 
material body of flesh and bones 
is the proof that God is satisfied 
with the redemptive work of His 
Son. It declares that God can now 
be just and the justifier of him 
who believes on the Lord Jesus. 
To say that though Christ is dead 
as to the body He is alive as to 
the spirit wiJl not do. That might 
be true of any man. It would be 
no evidence of divine satisfaction 
in His work. 

Some years ago an eloquent 
New York preacher, who denies 
the physical resurrection of the 
Saviour, declared, “The body of 
Jesus still Sleeps in an unknown 
Syrian tomb, but His soul goes 
marching on!” Many applauded 
this as a wonderful explanation 
of the influence of Jesus down 
through the ages. But it is utterly 
false and fallacious, If the body 
of Jesus still rests in the grave, 
He was not what He professed to 
be and is powerless to save. 

This heresy (for heresy it is) 
is not new. It became prevalent 
in certain circles even in apostolic 
days, as I Corinthians 15 proves. 
In the Corinthian church there 
were some who accepted the teach- 
ing of the Sadducees and denied 
the reality of a literal resurrection. 
Sternly, Paul challenges them in 
the well-known words: 

“Now if Christ be preached that 
he rose from the dead, how say 
some among you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead? But if 
there be no resurrection of the 
dead, then is Christ not risen: 
And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain. Yea, and we are 
found false witnesses of God; be- 
cause we have testified of God that 
he raised up Christ: whom he 
raised not up, if so be that the 
dead rise not. For if the dead rise 
not, then is not Christ raised: 
And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. Then they also which are 
fallen asleep in Christ are perish- 
ed. If in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable.’’—I Cor. 15:12-19. 

Here is sturdy logic indeed, and 
withal inspired by the Holy Spirit. 
If Christ be not risen we have no 
Gospel to preach, and there is no 
of deliverance for poor, 
lost sinners held captive in chains 


will not save anyone. The Gospel 
is the dynamic of God unto sal- 
vation because it proclaims a liv- 
ing, loving Redeemer who is wait- 
ing to manifest His power on be- 
half of all who trust in Him. 


in prophecies of Messiah’s death 
and resurrection. In Psalm 16, 
David foretold concerning Him, 
“Thou wilt not leave my soul in 
hell | Sheol, or Hades, the abode of 
the dead; neither wilt thou suf- 
fer thine Holy One to see corrup- 
tion.”” Both Peter and Paul show 
us that this passage had its ful- 
filment in the resurrection of 
Christ. 

Isaiah wrote 
years before His birth, 
thou shalt make his soul an of- 
fering for sin, he shall see his 
seed, he shall prolong his days, 
and the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in his hand” (Tsa. 53:10). 
Here is a remarkable statement. 
Death was not to end the activi- 
ties of Jehovah’s Servant. After 
He had given His life as an ob- 
lation for sin, He was to prolong 
His days, and so in resurrection 
be the Administrator of God's 
great plan for the blessing of man- 
kind. 

Third: The resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus was the display of 
omnipotent power on our behalf. 
In Ephesians 1:17-23 we have the 
apostle’s prayer for all believers. 
He asks that the eyes of their 
hearts might be opened, in order 
that they might-know the hope of 
His calling; the riches of the glory 
of His inheritance in the saints; 
and the “excéeding greatness of 
his power to us-ward who believe, 
according to the working of his 
mighty power, which he wrought 
in Christ when he raised him from 
the dead.” The same mighty ener- 
igy that was put forth to revivify 
|the body of Jesus, and raise Him

Let us then notice 
what the Word of God tells us| 
about this glorious truth. 


First: The resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus attests the truthfulness 
of His claims concerning His di- 
vine person and mission. To His 
enemies He said, “Destroy this 
temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up.” But He spake of the 
temple of His body. To His dis- 
ciples H® declared, ‘“‘“No man tak- 


eth it |My life’ from me, but I 
lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and... to 


take it again, This commandment 
have I received of my Father.” 
He definitely told them that the 
Son of man must be betrayed into

Fifth: Christ’s resurrection is 
therefore the believing sinner’s as-

Jesus. So we read in Romans 8:32-

Who shall lay anything to the 


charge of God’s elect? It is God 
that justifieth, Who is he that 
condemneth? It is Christ that diéed, 
yea rather, that is risen again, 
who is even at the right hand of. 
God, who also maketh intercession 
for us.” | 

Observe that no voice can now | 
be raised to condemn the one who. 
rests in Christ’s finished work. | 
His death and resurrection effect- | 
ually forbid the raising of the sin 
question again, as far as any be- 
liever is concerned. The resurrec- 
tion is like a receipt for full pay- | 
ment made. On the cross the 
mighty debt we owed was settled. 
A risen Christ tells us that every 
claim has been met and God holds

Sixth: His resurrection is the 
token that through Him God will 
judge the world. That judgment is 
based on man’s attitude toward 
the one whom the Father delights 
to honor. If men receive Him as 
Lord and Saviour they will never 
have to come into judgment for 
their sins, because He was judged | 


in their room and stead, But if 
men refuse Him and spurn His 
grace, they will not only have to 
answer before Him for all their 
sins, but in addition to all the rest, 
they will be judged for rejecting 
Him who died to save them, 


Lastly: It is His resurrection 
which alone gives validity to the 
gospel message and delivers the 
believer from the fear of death. 
Turning now to II Timothy 1:8-10, 
we read this important admoni- 
tion: 


“Be not thou therefore ashamed 
of the testimony of our Lord, nor 
of me his prisoner: but be thou 
partaker of the afflictions of the 
gospel according to the power of 
God; Who hath saved us, and called 
us with an holy calling, not ac- 
cording to our works, but accord- 
ing to his own purpose and grace, 
which was given us in Christ Je- 
sus before the world began, But 
is now made manifest by the ap- 
pearing of our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, who hath abolished death, 
and hath brought life and immor- 
tality to light through the gos- 
pel.” 


Do not, I beg of you, read these 
words carelessly. Go over them a- 
gain and again, until their force 
and their solemnity and their pre- 
ciousness have gripped your soul. 
Our entire salvation hangs on the 
truth that our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, has abolished (that is, an- 
nulled the power of) death, and 
has brought life and immortality 
to light through the Gospel. He 


went down into the dark stream 


of death. All its waves and billows 
rolled over Him, But He came up 
in resurrection lfe never to die 


again. And so for us the waters 
of this Jordan have been rolled 
back, and there is a dry way 


through death for all who believe. 
Listen to His triumphant words:

God’s Assurance That

It is thus that God gives as- 
surance unto all men in that He 
hath raised Christ from the dead. 
If Satan should try to discourage 
you by occupying you with your 
own unworthiness and your mani- 
fest shortcomings, do not attempt 
to argue with him, but look up to 
the throne of God and there con- 
template the risen one who once 
hung a bleeding Victim on the 
cross of shame, and whose lifeless 
body once lay in Joseph’s new 
tomb. Remember, He could not 
be yonder in the Glory if one sin 
remained unsettled. Therefore, ev- 
ery believer can sing with assur- 
ance:

Of all our sins, through Jesus’ 
empty tomb. 
The young convert was right, 


who said, when this truth was re- 
vealed to him by the Spirit: 

“If any one is ever to be kept 
out of Heaven for my sins, it will 
have to be Jesus, for He took 


them all upon Himself and made 


Himself responsible for them. But 
He is in Heaven already, never to 
be turned out, so now I know that 
I am secure as long as He lives, 
the one who once 


died in my 

place.” 
This expresses it exactly, for 
faith is just saying “Amen” to 


what God has made Known in His 
Word. The believer sets to his seal 
that God is true, and so rests 
everything for eternity on the fact 
that Christ, who died for our sins 
on the cross of shame, has been 
raised to endless life. 


It is noticeable that the entire 
Trinity of the Godhead are con- 
cerned in this marvelous event, 
and each divine Person particivat- 
ed in our Lord’s rising from among 
the dead, 


As we have already seen, His 
resurrection is attributed to Him- 
self—“I lay down my life, that I 
might take it again.” Again He 
said, “Destroy this temple, and 
in three days I will raise it up.” 

It is also attributed to the Fa- 
ther—“The God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great shepherd 
of the sheep.” 

The Holy Spirit is likewise re- 
cognized as the direct Agent in 
bringing to pass this stupendous 
miracle: 


“But if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also 
quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.” 


And so each Person of the God- 
head is concerned in proclaiming 
the testimony of Jesus and His 
resurrection to men and women 
everywhere—those who are dead 
in trespasses and sins, until quick- 
ened by the same mighty power 
that raised up our blessed Lord 


and set Him at God's right hand 
in the highest Heaven. 
Whoso hath felt the Spirit of the 
Highest, 
Cannot confound or doubt Him 
or deny: 
Yea, with one voice, O world, 


though thou deniest, 
Stand then on THAT side, for 
on THIS am I.

lieved in Hell, do something over 
and above the ordinary and prosaic 
to gain our attention? We are 
here because we deserve to be 
here, but why, oh, why did not 
the Christians and the preachers 
do more to save us?” 


“But,” someone says, “is there 
then a lost world? Is there an ac- 
tual Hell? We came because you 
said you believed death ends all. 
We thought you might be able 
to prove that.” Well, I will, and 
from the Bible itself. I will tell 
you first, however, what death 
ends for the Christian, and then 
I will show you from the Bible 
what death ends for unbelievers. 


For the Believer Death Ends 
All Sorrow and Trouble 


Man is born unto trouble as 
the sparks fly upward, and the 
Christian is not immune. Believ- 
ers have trials to endure, disap- 
pointments to bear, and tears to 
shed as the common lot of our hu- 
manity, But, thank God, for the 
Christian death ends all his trou- 
bles. “And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes” (Rev. 
21:4). The Bible teaches that at 
death the believer leaves all his 
sorrows and troubles behind him. 

It is the clear teaching of God’s 
Word that at death the soul of 
the Christian leaves the body and 
eoes into the presence of God in 


Heaven. This is stated over and 
lover again. In II Corinthians 5:8 
we read that to be “absent from 
ithe body” is to be “present with 
the Lord.” In Philippians 1:23 


Paul savs if we “depart” we are 
‘with Christ: which is far better.” 
In Enhesians 3:15 he describes all 
believers as “the whole family 
in heaven and earth.” The saved 
who died are in Heaven; the rest 
are on earth. 

There is, therefore, no purgatory 
as the Roman church teaches. 
That is merely a human invention 
utterly unknown in the Bible. 
At death men pass immediately 
into the lost world or into Heaven, 
according to whether or not they 
are believers in Christ. Jesus said 
so. He tells of an unsaved man 
who died, and said, “The rich man 
also died, and was buried; And 
in hell he lift up his eyes, being 
in torments” (Luke 16:22, 23). 


Nor is there any period of soul 
sleep such as Jehovah’s Witnesses 
and some of the false cults teach. 
The soul never sleeps. It is the 
body that sleeps in its bed of dust 
until it wakes on the resurrection 
day. 


When the soul of the believer 
ascends to the presence of Christ 
at death, he is in conscious bliss 
awaiting the resurrection of the 
sleeping body. He is as much alive 
and conscious there as he ever was 
in this life and is forever free 
from the sorrow, suffering, and 
trials of his life on earth. His 
body is in the grave, but he him- 
self is “with Christ; which is far 
better.” Death ends all trouble 
for the Christian. 


For the Believer Death Ends 
All Pain 

In Revelation 21:4 we read, 
“And there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain.” 
Bless the Lord, oh my soul, for 
there will be no pain-racked bodies 
in the New Jerusalem! No hospi- 
tals up there. There is plenty of 
pain down here. Plenty of groan- 
ing in these mortal bodies, subject 
as they are to disease, decay, and 
death. But no groaning yonder, 
only praiseful song. The Bible 
speaks of “the pains of hell” (Ps. 
116:3), but never of Heaven. 
“Neither shall there be any more 
pain.” For God’s people, as far as 
pain is concerned-—death ends all. 


For the Christian Death Ends 
All Bereavement 


“And there shall be no more 
death.” That means there will be 
no funerals in Heaven, no crepe 
hanging on the door, no weeping 
mourners, no need of undertakers, 
no more graves to dig. There will 
be no cemeteries in the New Je- 
rusalem, 

I am glad of that, aren’t you? 
Death is an enemy. Death is the 
great separator. He comes to all. 
Rich and poor alike have to bow

I now come to the second part 
of my message and announce that 


Death for the Unbeliever 
Ends All His Pleasure 


A famous preacher once said, 
“Don’t grudge the unsaved man 
his pleasure, he won’t have it for 
long.” And that is true, for death 


pleasure in fulfilling the lusts of 
the flesh. The Bible admits that. 
It speaks of Moses “choosing rath- 
er to suffer affliction with the peo- 
ple of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasure of sin for a season” (Heb. 


11:25). There is a certain pleasure 


in sin but it is temporary, and it 
never satisfies, Its own devotees 
confess that. Bruce Barton, gifted 
and wealthy, took his own life 
after leaving this message: “I 
am fed up with trying to invent 
ways of filling up twenty-four 
hours a day.” But even if plea- 
sure did last undiminished to the 
very end of life, death would end 
it all. 


The men and women who spend 
their time in taverns drinking and 
carousing will find no taverns in 
the lost world. What will they do? 
Where will they go? There will 
be no beer or liquor to slake their 
thirst, or cool their burning 
tongue. The distillers and brewers 
will be there but not their whiskey 
and beer. There will be no dance 
halls, no floor shows, no lewd 
songs, no nude women. They groan 
in Hell, they do not sing there. 
Jesus said, “In hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments” (Luke 
16:23). He cried, “Send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; for I am tormented in this 
flame” (Luke 16:24). 


Oh, my friend, what will you 
do with this pieture Christ paints 
of a man in Hell? Will you deny 
the truth of it? Will you say that 
Christ was a false witness? Will 
you gamble your destiny on the 
chance that Jesus Christ was mis- 
taken? He died to save you and 
me from the everlasting penalty 
of sin. Do you think the Son of 


God died to save us from a Hell | 


that does not exist? Over every 
joyful experience you can ever 
know in this life hangs this dis- 
mal shadow—death ends all your 
pleasure. 

But further, 


Death Ends All Opportunity 
of Being Saved 


Many who have lived and died 
unsaved intended to be saved be- 
fore they passed away, They had a 
sort of vague hope that one day, 
before death, they would be able 
to turn from their sinful way and 
be saved. But they never came to 
the place of deciding. They mis- 
took the intention for the deed. 
They lived in that intention—and 
they died in it! 

They did not realize that the 
road to Hell is paved with good 


intention, but the paving ends 
at the gate. In the portal of the 
lost world it reads—‘‘Abandon 
hope, all ye who enter here.” 

Others have lived in ‘the vague 
hope that even if Hell turned out 
to be a fact, it could not last for- 
ever, for God was a God of love. 
Somehow, somewhere, there would 
be another chance after death, 
and if it really turned out to be 
an actual place they would then 
know enough to accept a second 
chance. 

What they did not know, be- 
cause they did not want to know 
it, was that this was Satan’s lie 
to deceive them so that they might 
spend eternity with him in Hell, 
instead of with Christ in Heaven. 
If the Bible teaches us anything, 
it teaches that death leaves the 
sinner forever without God, and 
Christ, and hope. 


Suppose the Bible taught that 
after a thousand years in Hell 
there would be a second chance 
of salvation, then Satan’s victims 
might find in that far-off hope 
some alleviation of their misery. 
But God’s Word tells us _ that 
death shuts the door of hope, not 
for a thousand years, but forever 
upon those who have despised 
their present opportunity of being 
saved.

If that ship 
could ever be put together again 
and made seaworthy, then it was 
not “destroyed without remedy.” 


What men need to know, and 
what Satan does not want them 
to know, is that it is they them- 
selves who do the destroying. Hea- 
ven is open now to all who wish 
to enter, but if a man with open 
eyes and free will chooses to go 
to Satan’s Hell instead of to God’s 
Heaven, then he becomes the au- 
thor of his own destruction. He 
cuts himself off from all that 
could save him. 


Listen, dear friend unsaved, 
there are certain things essential 
to our salvation but they are not 
available in Hell. For one thing 
there will be no gospel preaching 
there, “Faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God” 
(Rom. 10:17). Where does the

world? Men have to hear the Gos- 
pel first before they can believe 
it. In Hell “how shall they hear 
without a preacher” (Rom, 10: 
14)? 

And there will be no radio ser- 
mons ringing through the corridors 
of perdition. The plaintive plead- 
ing of Charles E. Fuller is not 
heard there. The stirring tones 
of Billy Graham won't penetrate 
the dark caverns of the lost world. 
The man who turned off the radio 
when they preached will have his 
heart’s desire then and forever. 

Nor will there be any Christian 
friends to witness before the lost. 
Their testimony and urgings are 
refused now.

There will be no 
churches to neglect; no Bibles to 
spurn; no more prayers for their 
salvation; no sweet little children 
to lead them to Christ; no Holy 
Spirit to convict, draw, and re- 
generate; no more evangelistic 
meetings to avoid; no more gospel 
invitations to réfuse. I will be 
giving one im a minute but there 
will be no preachers or Christians 
to give gospel invitations in Hell. 
All those blessed influences cease 
with this life. Death ends them 
all.
